NO POSSIBLE CHANCE OF OET­

DOOMED NATIVES 
New York, Nov. 7.—(U.R)—The trap­ 
ping of a group of men, women and 
children on a hilltop, 
entirely 
sur­ 
rounded by molten lava from the vol­ 
cano Santa Marlf In Guatemala, was 
reported to the Pan-American Airways 
here today by an aviator who flew 
over the erupting eon*. 
The volcano, which burst into vio­ 
lent eruption on Sunday, was estim­ 
ated by the Guatemalan government 
to have taken 300 or more lives and 
caused tremendous damage. 
The plight of the people on the bill 
was discovered by D. G. Richardson, 
operations manager of the Mexican 
division of the Pan-Amerloan lines, 
who flew over the crater on one of 
the regular Pan-American planes op­ 
erating on the line between Browns­ 
ville, Texas, through Mexico and cen­ 
tral America to Managua, where the 
Mexican division joins the $iiami- 
Cristobal line. 
The fate of the trapped natives was 
not known, but Richardson 
bslteVsd 
they were doomed. There was no pos­ 
sible chance of getting help to them. 
The volcano has subsided In the last 
two days, however, and there wa* a 
chance that lf the lava did not engulf 
the hill, some of those trapped might 
have escaped by now. 
A vivid description of the havtoo 
wrought by the volcano was given by 
Richardson, who reported that 
the 
destruction extended for miles. Th* 
usually 
green 
foliage was 
burned 
everywhere to a dirty brown. Hacien­ 
das were deserted, with refugees in 
some cases marooned by the Java to 
await a slow death. Richardson's re­ 
port, sent from Guatemala City, fel­ 
lows:
